people are regaining the common sense 
that impelled their forefathers to rnain- 
taiu free trade and sailors' rights even 
nt the expense of fighting for them. 
They are beginning to realize that com- 
merce is tho handmaid of industry and 
agriculture and that the demands "of 
worldwide markets are none too great 
for Yankee enterprise to satisfy. 
This 


awakening to the truth, slow though it 
has hitherto been, is almost here, and 
not less than tho bonntiful harvests and 
renewed business activity with which' 
this happy land has once more been 
blessed is its approach a cause for thank- 
fulness at this gracious aud joyful 
season.

formerly a resident of Chicago, -who died 
in October last in the Presbyterian hos- 
pital, New York; has been filed. Phillips 
was a character about Smith & McNeil's 
hotel, in that city. 


Phillips leaves to his daughter Elizaheth 


all tho property ho owns in Cairo, His. 
This consists of 40 lots, and he says that 
thoro is.an equity in them worth 525,000 
if properly cared for by Dr. Thomas 
Wright, "to whom," he says, "my chil- 
dren, with their wife and mother, have 
gone, intending to forsako me." He imys 
that lie deeded these lots to his daughter 
"In consequence ot her affliction with a 
fnvcr soro that caused her lameness, imp- 
posed at the time to bo incurable."

To his son Thomas Charles Phillips he 


leaves 80 acres of land in Johnson county, 
Ills. This limited amount, he says, is left 
t(i the son becr.uso thi latter treated him 
shamefully and wrote him insolent letters 
wiicn he (the father) was borrowing money 
at tho rato of 5 per cent a month to keep 
tho son in college. Ho then says: 


"AH the rest and residue of my estate I 


direct shall bo economically expended in 
building a polytechnic university, in which 
all tho useful and lawful pursuits in life 
shall be taught 
scientifically, and no 


teacher shall ever be employed in it unless 
he shall advocate first the New Testament 
ot the Lord Jesus Christ as the foundation 
of all teaching, and the acts of the disci- 
ples when they had all things in common, 
making man tho brother, and cot tho pl- 
rata and the robber of his fellow beings. 
The teaching shall bo tho organizing ol 
tho human race into a vast partnership, 
through whose agency no member would 
ever bo brought to want." 


The testator says that the doctrines oj 


tho new university shall be founded on 
his books on "Trno Marriage and the Besi 
Form of Civil Government." 
Ha givef 


his idea of marriage in the following way: 


"Part ot the instruction shall be on the 


marriage bond, which cannot bo consum- 
mated by a religious ceremony or civil 
contract at all; but, liko Christianity, it ir 
a divine institution and dependent upon 
the heart. Otherwise the domestic rela- 
tion falsely called marriage is nothing but 
legal prostitution."

in boats. When the Germanic became 
disentailed from' the Cambrae, that ship 
foundered. The Germanic then returned 
to Liverpool, where the passengers were 
landed and Kont to hotels. 


The Germanic has a big hole in her bow 


above the water-mark. 
The collision oc- 


curred In the fog. Buth vessels were go- 
ing dead' slow at the time. About an 
hour after the Germanic started she had an 
extra lookout man, but it was impossible 
to avoid the collision. 


The ct'ius of tiie Cambrae's passengers 


wore heartrending when they supposed 
that the vessel was sinking. The Ger- 
manic's bulkheads were 
immediately 


closed, HO that very little water penetrated 
the hull. 


A volunteer crew from the Germanic 


and the. Cambrae started to draw the 
ilras and to save the valuables on board 
the Cambrae, but she sank before they 
reached her. This crew, thus left behind, 
los^traces of the Germanic, but fortu- 
nately tbeir cries attracted a_tug, which 
rescued them.

landed, said that they felt vt>ry little shock 
from the collision, and that there was no 
excitement.
